uled hearing of a company injunc- 
tion suit to oust the strikers and 
prohibit picketing.

collective bargaining, higher wages 
and better conditions. The com- 
pany offered full recognition to the 
union and promised that wages and 
other demands would be negotiated 
within a month, but the strikers 
last Thursday rejected the proposal 
because the wage offer was indef- 
mite. 

From the time ot their rejection 
of the company proposal until last 
night, when the company withdrew 
recc mition of the union as sole 
agency for collective bargaining, 
the stay-in strikers occupied the 
unique position of holding compa- 
ny property to enforce compliance 
with wage demands. William Sent- 
ner, C I O organizer in charge of 
the strike, justified the strikers’ 
stand on the ground that the com- 
pany had failed to keep promises 
to its employes in the past.

opponents to count a clear major- 
ity in the committee. 

The lineup of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee on the bill is 10 against, six 
in favor and two uncommitted, but 
leaning toward the measure. 


In discussing the possibility of a 


vote next year, Ashurst said he did 
not mean to forecast that the deci- 
gion would be delayed until then, 
but merely intended to say that the 
bill eventually would pass. 

“IT think we will vote this year,” 
Ashurst said. “I don’t believe there 
is any intention on the part of op- 
ponents to filibuster. We'll get a 
vote after about two months’ de- 
bate.” 

Norris’ Supplementary Bill. 

The committee chairman spoke 
his views on the prospects for the 
legislation after another executive 
meeting of the committee to dis- 
cuss the bill and proposals to alter 
it. The entire session was occupied 
today, committee members said, 
with a discussion of a motion by 
Senator Norris, Nebraska, to add 
to the presidential bill an amend- 
ment to require more than two- 
thirds votes by the Supreme Court 
to invalidate Federal legislation. 

The Norris amendment, which 
would not apply to State statutes, 
would require 7 to 2 votes in the 
present court to overrule acts of 
Congress, or 11 to 4 decision with 
a 15-man court. 

Norris offered the amendment as 
a supplement to the White House 
bill rather than as a substitute for 
it. He said he had an attentive 
audience in the committee as he ex- 
plained the proposal, but would 
make no forecast of the line-up. 

Ashurst announced, however, that 
he was opposed to the Norris plan 
or “anything else to take away ju- 
dicial power” from the court. 


37 Senators Against Bill. 

Private checks of the close Sen- 
ate lineup were as inconclusive as 
before, because of the number of 
Senators unwilling to talk publicly 
about how they would vote. The 
mumber of publicly committed op- 
ponents was 37, seven more than 
was counted openly for the bill. 

Senator O’Mahoney indicated in 
a statement today some of the al- 
ternatives that he might support. 
He said he was in sympathy with 
the President's purpose “to put an 
end to judicial usurpation of the 
legislative power,” but that his bill 
would “not accomplish any of the 
objectives for which it was of- 
fered.”

30,000 BASQUES FALL 
BACK TO TRENCHES

along the level, paved highway to 
Bilbao. 

The defense troops captured two 
flags, one of them Italian, took 17 
Moorish prisoners and brought 
back three Italian soldiers who de- 
serted to the Government forces. 

Officials admitted, however, that 
the Basques were in retreat in other 
sectors where three columns of in- 
surgent forces are converging in 
their march to Bilbao. Officers re- 
ported their troops were retiring in 
order, shortening and consolidating 
their lines. 

The village of Amorebieta, 10 
miles from Bilbao, was bombed by 
insurgent planes, but without heavy 
casualties. 

The insurgent air fleet appeared 
twice over the village and, after 
dropping bombs from a consider- 
able altitude, dived to 100 feet and 
turned machine guns on the streets. 
Most of the residents had gained 
places of refuge. 

Fall of Durango. 


The defense of Durango crum- 
bled last night and opened the high- 
way for an insurgent attack on 
Bilbao. 

The insurgents took the town in 
an assault against hastily. impro- 
vised forts in churches and houses 
and against street barricades: It 
was termed “a great rout” in which 
many prisoners were taken from 
the 5000 Basque defenders. 

Insurgent soldiers crushed the 
straggling defenders with hand gre- 
nades and bayonets. Low-flying. pur- 
suit planes machine-gunned fleeing 
civilians. ! 

The insurgents captured 14 vil- 
lages yesterday, with the heights 
around Durango occupied after the 
capture of the city itself. Twenty- 
four cannons, 75 machine guns and 
3000 rifles were seized at Durango, 
and’ the Basques left hundreds of 
dead there. 

Yesterday's insurgent advance 
saw occupation of all Basque ter- 
ritory east of a line between Du- 
rango and Lequeitio, on the coast 
about 15 miles north of Durango. 

Gen. Mola’s men finally broke 
into Durango at 7 p. m. when it 
was too dark to count the dead or 
prisoners accurately. Poor visibility 
because of a mist was the only 
thing that prevented the insur- 
gents from occupying Guernica 
then. 

The Basques’ stand at Durango 

became in its final stages ja street 
battle near the edge of the city. 
Many dead were left near the city 
walls. 
The decimated Basque force tried 
to flee into the hills west of the 
city but encircling insurgent lines 
trapped them. Civilians who had 
hidden in their cellars emerged 
with raised arms. 

No Word of Church Force. 
There was no word of the fate 
of a Basque detachment that 
dragged artillery into the church of 
Santa Maria and turned its thick 
walls into a fort. Earlier the insur- 
gents had been reported held back 
by the fire from the church.

BLAZE IN MADRID 
DURING SHELLING 


MADRID, April 29.—Firemen and 
soldiers saved valuable munitions 
supplies from fire at a cavalry bar- 
racks today during a heavy insur- 
gent artillery shelling which in- 
creased the death toll to 316 for the 
18 days of successive bombardment. 

Firemen from every division 
within the city were called to com- 
bat the flames which destroyed the 
barracks. Munitions and oil and 
gasoline supplies were taken out. 

A great crowd-gathered to watch, 
despite the danger from enemy 
shells. Several soldiers barely es- 
caped being hit by falling debris 
as they led frightened horses to 
safety. 

Police ordered an investigation to 
determine if the blaze was incen- 
diary. The capital’s restored Muni- 
cipal Council leader, Rafael Henche 
de la Plata, made an inspection. 

The morning bombardment was 
centered on the Puerta del Sol sec- 
tor in the heart of the city, and 16 
persons were killed. One shell 
struck the church of St. Carmen. 

Yesterday's death total was fixed 
at 21 this morning, including 11 
persons killed by one shell which 
burst through the door of a build- 
ing on the Gran Via late in the aft- 
ernoon. 

Some 50 shells fell into prinei- 
pal squares and streets late yes- 
terday afternoon and added at least 
10 victims. A hotel in which many 
foreign newspaper men live was 
struck twice. 

Just south of Madrid, Govern- 
ment soldiers, noting an extraordi- 
nary movement of insurgent 
troops, opened fire and apparently 
frustrated an insurgent assault, 

Reports from the Teruel front, in 
Eastern Spain northwest of Valen- 
cia, said there was “relative tran- 
quillity.” Insurgents began an of- 
fensive there yesterday, apparently 
hoping to cat through to the Medi- 
terranean.

acter. 

“We are hopeful that the officers 
of the Emerson Electric Co. will 
lend their aid and assistance by 
demonstrating willingness to bar- 
gain collectively with Local 1102 
of U. E. & R. W. oi A. without 
being forced to do so by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. 

“We are likewise expecting offi- 
cers of the Emerson Electric Co. 
to refrain from calling in strike- 
breakers, which would be an open 
invitation towards violence and 
would tend to delay and hamper 
peaceful negotiations and settle- 
ment of the strike, as intended by 
our National Legislature and the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
of America.”

The reply, he said, was “They 
hadn’t better or they won't live 
long.” 

Before he paid the $2500, he testi- 
fied, he sought assurance from the 
elder Lindsay that he would re- 
ceive what he was asking. Lind- 
say told him, he related, that he 
“controlled” a member of the ex- 
amining boards in Arkansas and 
Texas and that there need be no 
doubt on that score. 

Application Signed in Blank. 

Examining an application for an 
Arkansas license, with his photo- 
graph attached, Garner said he 
signed it in blank when Lindsay 
handed it to him in a Chicago hotel 
in 1932.' The witness, now 52 years 
old, added that he had supplied a 
1915 photograph at Lindsay's in- 
struction to “get an old one.“ 

The application was dated 1914, 
the figures 1 and 4 having been 
written in ink over a printed 2 and 
a blank following the figures 1 and 
9. The license, which bore the name 
of a defendant, Dr, Claude E. Laws, 
former secretary of the Arkansas 
examining board, was dated 1917, 
‘ also by means of ink markings over 
the printed “192—.” 

Letters, identified by the witness 
as communications to him from 
Lindsay while he was urging Lind- 
say to get “quick action” on a Tex- 
as license, were introduced in evi- 
dence. -< 

One said in part: “The boys in the 
South don't ever hurry and you 
must remember you're covering 20 
years in one. It will do no good to 
storm, complain and threaten—it 
might do considerable harm.” 

Another part said: “Men all along 
the line have been paid—the man 
in Texas got $500. I myself have 
lost money, and it has taught me 
a lesson never to attempt a similar 
service for anyone at such a low 
price.” 

Garner stuck to his story under 
cross-examination, shouting back 
at defense attorneys when they 
rasied their voices or shook fingers 
at him. When he was asked wheth- 
er he had not been seeking some- 
thing which he knew was not right- 
fully his, he merely smiled and re- 
torted: “I didn't get all I paid for.” 

Says He Refused ‘ 

A diploma from a foreign univer- 
sity was held much higher, accord- 
ing to testimony by Dr. George H. 
Wong of Philadelphia, a Chinese 
chiropractor, who said the younger 
Lindsay in 1983 offered to obtain 
for him, for $10,000, a diploma from 
the University of Dublin, Ireland. 
Such a diploma, he quoted the juni- 
or Lindsay as having said, could be 
obtained after one year’s study and 
would entitlé theholder to recipro- 
city in the United States. Dr. Wong 
said he refused the offer.

Woman Admits Fakery in Iowa. 

Mrs. Myrtle Long, former secre- 
tary of the Iowa Board of Chiro- 
practic Examiners, has pleaded 
guilty and testified for the Govern- 
ment that Lindsay paid $250 to her 
for an Iowa chiropractic license for 
his stepston. Arthur E. Krebs, for- 
mer St. Louis chiropractor, who has 
pleaded guilty also, is expected to 
testify for the Government, Their 
sentences were deferred. 

Those on trial with Lindsay, be- 
sides his stepson, are Dr. William 
T. Gallagher of Kansas City, whose 
chance arrest here in 1934 led to the

defunct Kansas City College of 
Medicine and Surgery; “Prince Ali

Testifying at yesterday's session, 
Garner said he paid the $2500 to 
the élder Lindsay after he was in- 
troduced to him in Kansas City in 
1932 by a mutual acquaintance, who 
said, “Judge Lindsay will have ex- 
actly what you want.” What he 
wanted, Garner added, was a Texas 
license. Lindsay, he testified, said 
he could get the Texas license only 
after obtaining an Arkansas license 
and fixed $2500 as compensation 
for his services. 

Garner turned over $500 in cash, 
and a $500 scholarship in a Kan- 
sas. City medical school, he said, 
stating that Lindsay allowed only 
$400 credit on the scholarship. 
Then, with the proceeds of sale of 
land in Iowa, he sent a check for 
the balance, $1600, to Lindsay, he 
continued. 

Soon afterward, he related, the 
younger Lindsay delivered to him, 
in Chicago, a diploma of the 
“Eclectic University of Medicine of 
Kansas City” and an Arkansas chi- 
ropractic license. He had not been 
graduated from the school and had 
not been examined in Arkansas, he 
testified. 

Several Letters to Lindsay. 

Impatient at the delay in his main 
objective, Garner related, he wrote 
several times to Lindsay, who, he 
said, answered that the “Texas 
man who was to get the license 
there has had bad luck with a 
broken leg and John Hamilton will 
get it for you.” 

Acting on a message telegraphed 
by Lindsay, he continued, he flew 
from Chicago to Dallas. There, he 
said, Hamilton met him and de- 
manded $500 for himself. He agreed 
to pay $250, he testified, but did 
not do so as he was informed that 
his application 
had been denied by the Texas ex- 
amining board. 

Explaining that he was a grad- 
uate of % chiropractic school in 
Davenport, Ia., he said he then went 
to North Dakota to practice.

Johnson declared that he believed 
the neutrality measure was adopt- 
ed in “response to an emotional 
urge in this country.” 

“Such unlimited power as it seeks 
to confer on the President, I will 
not confer on any man,” he added. 
“It would confer on the President 
the power to declare war, and I 
will not add that to the many pow- 
ers he already has.” 
Vandenberg contended: “As the 
neutrality bill passed the Senate, 
it went to the extreme border of 
executive discretion which can be 
tolerated. As it comes back from 
the conference committee it has 
crossed that border ” 
Arrangements have been complet- 
ed to rush the bill to President 
Roosevelt by airplane so he might 
sign it before the present neutrality 
law expires Saturday. The report 
was approved by a voice vote. 

The compromise measure would 
add two major features to the tem- 
porary neutrality act, which expires 
Saturday: 

1, A “cash and carry” system for 
trade with belligerents, under which 
the latter would be requiréd to pay 
cash for purchase and the mer- 


chandise would be carried abroad 
jin foreign ships only after title had 


‘passed from American ownership. 
The system would be in effect for 
two years only. 

2. A section to bring warring fac- 
tions in major civil conflicts within 
the scope of the American neutral- 
ity policy. 

The bill would retain provisions 
of the existing law for mandatory 
embargoes on extension of credit 
and loans and on shipments of 
arms, ammunition and implements 
of war to belligerents. 

The principal disagreement be- 
tween House and Senate was on 
the vital cash and carry plan. The 
Senate wanted it to go into opera- 
tion automatically as soon as a 
war broke out. The House wanted 
to lodge some discretion with the 
President in putting the system into 
operation. 

As worked out in conference, the 
measure would require the Presi- 
dent to use the cash and carry 


necessary “to promote the security 
or preserve the peace of the United 
States or to protect the lives or 
commerce of citizens.” 

That trade with Canada, for in- 
stance, might not be destroyed un- 
necessarily in case the Dominion 
were allied with England in a war 
that offered no threat to American 
neutrality, the conferees agreed to 
give the President discretion. 

The chief executive would be al- 
lowed. to make any limitations and 
exceptions he might see fit in re- 
spect to “lakes, rivers and inland 
waters bordering on the United 
States, and as to transportation on 
or over lands bordering on the 
United States.” 


In addition, the bill would: 

Forbid American nationals to 
travel on ships of hostile nations, 
with the President given power to 
make exceptions. 

Bar contributions to belligerent 
countries or factions except to 
relieve human suffering. 

Give the President the power 
to stop the use of American ports 
as supply bases. 

Let the President bar both sub- 
marines and armed merchant 
ships from American waters. 

Provide a maximum penalty of 

a $10,000 fine and five years im- 
prisonment for violation of the 
proposed law.

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BOY, 16, DEAD IN BED 
AFTER FALL ON STEP 


Death of Lewis Smith of Oak- 
land Apparently Due to 
Blood Clot, Says Doctor. 


Lewis Smith, 16-year-old Kirk- 
wood High School student, was 
found dead in bed at his home, 800 
Westwood place, Oakland, ‘this 
morning, when his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul H. Smith, went to 
awaken him for school. Death was 
apparently due, a physician said, 
to a blood clot from effects of a 
fall last night when, visiting a 
schoolmate. 

Last night, Lewis went to the 
home of a friend, Robert Christ- 
man, 107 Edwin avenue, Glendale, 
to obtain one of his school books, 
and to look at the model of an In- 
dian bridge built for a By Scout 
exhibit at the Christman home. 
When leaving, Lewis slipped and 
fell down a short flight of six steps 
in the Christman home, but said he 
was not hurt and walked to his 
home about a quarter of a mile 
away. 

After returning home, Lewis 
helped his mother dry the supper 
dishes and then studied until about 
10 p. m., when he retired. He was 
. cheerful and did not complain of 
any discomfort. 

Dr. C. H. Leslie of Kirkwood, who 
was called to the Smith home this 
morning, gave the boy a heart stim- 
ulant and summoned an inhalator 
from the Kirkwood Fire Depart- 
ment but was unable to revive him.

Francisco, but May Never 


dive from the San-Francisco-Oak- 
land Bay bridge March 22, re 
turned home today, ruefully admit- 
ting his diving days are over, but 
hopeful that he would recover the 
use of his legs, which physicians 
say is doubtful. 

Accompanied by his wife, Bernice, 
and his mother, Mrs. Bessie M. 
Woods, who watched him make his 
last dive, Woods arrived at the 


Delmar station of the Wabash rail- 
way shortly before 8 o'clock. It was 
necessary to lift him through the 
window of the train to a stretcher, 
on which he was carried to an am- 
bulance which took him to his 
home at 5630 Pershing avenue. The 
stretcher was carried up four 
flights of stairs to his apartment, 
In the ambulance on his way 
home, Woods, smiling and cheerful, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he planned to rest at home for 
a while and later might enter De 
Paul Hospital, if an operation was 
necessary. He said that he doubted 
that his spinal cord was severed 
because he is able to move his once 
paralyzed hips, indicating that the 
nerve system is at least partly re- 
covering from the injury suffered 
in the dive. 
„I made that last dive the same 
way I made all the others,” he said, 
“but the wind got me and I couldn't 
straighten out. I was swept under 
the bridge and landed in the water 
on the side opposite the one from 
which I had dived. 
“One foolish thing I did was in 
making the dive when I'd already 
broken three vertebrae in another 
dive a short time before. But then 
I didn’t know they were broken, 
just thought my back was sore. 
I've always had a strong back and

The 
major leagues did not draw more 
than that, last year. 

It is not from the gate competi- 
tion that baseball need 
its most serious trouble, however. 
The principal danger lies in the 
fact that-it distracts the young- 
sters from playing the hardball 
game, and thereby reduces the 
number of professional baseball 
players of the future.

His View as a Liberal. 


“People have called me a radical, 
and I am a radical in the sense 
that I want to see the institutions 
of our country preserved, that I 
want democracy to be retained un- 
weakened. As a liberal, I see in 
this court packing scheme the most 
reactionary thing that has been ad- 
vanced for generations.” . 

Why was it reactionary? He ex- 
plained that as he had traveled over 
the world in recent years he had 
been struck by the gradual ac- 
ceptance in civilized nations of one- 
man power, of dictatorship. 


“Dictatorship and Liberalism.” 

“It used to be in Europe,” he 
said, “that democracy was the ideal 
and goal of the liberals. But things 
have changed. In a large part of 
Europe today where the people are 
under the heels of dictators, we 
find that dictatorship and liberal- 
ism are synonymous in the minds 
of many people. 


“And that explains why I am 
against this court scheme. No mat- 
ter how good the man, how noble 
the President, I stand against one- 
man power, against any President 
having a subservient Congress and 
then having a subservient Supreme 
Court which will rubber stamp ahy 
legislation that the administration 
desires. 


“I refuse to be a yes man for any 
President, Democrat or Repub- 
lican.“ 

Hurriedly the Senator disposed 
of the principal arguments ad-

“Greatest Liberal of All.”

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CRIMINAL CODE REFORM IN ILLINOIS.

15 per cent. According to Speaker Bankhead, the 
measure has the approval of Mr. Roosevelt, who is 
given discretionary power to restore the cut in any 
of the departments, to meet fixed contractual obli- 
gations and the like.

DEBUNKING THE “ALIEN MENACE.” 

Statistics are sometimes dull reading, but those 
presented in a reprint article on this page today 
deserve careful study for the thoroughness with which 
they demolish the alien bogey so often set up as a 
straw man by unreasoning patrioteers and demagogic 
legislators. Mr. Shaughnessy, Acting Commissioner 
of Immigration and Naturalization, is perhaps the 
most authoritative source for information in this 
field. Like his predecessor, the late Col. Daniel Mac- 
Cormack, he takes a realistic view of the problem, 
uninfluenced by the hysteria with which it has ‘been 
attended. 

As Mr. Shaughnessy shows in his address, aliens 
are actually decreasing in number. Last year, for 
instance, for each new arrival, eight aliens were sub- 
tracted from the total count. An idea of how the sit- 
uation is misrepresented may be gained from the 
proposal of a patriotic society last year to restore 
prosperity by deporting 10,000,000 aliens, or almost 
6,000,000 more than there are in the country! The 
problem is rapidly solving itself. No new laws are 
necessary, as the speaker implies, except provisions 
for tempering justice with mercy. 

This was attempted by the Kerr-Coolidgé bill, which 
failed of action in Congress last year. This would 
have made it possible to deport some 20,000 alien 
criminals, who remain in the country because of loop- 
holes in the existing laws, and to graut discretion in 
cases where worthy members of communities, many 
with families, are oe go deportation because of

One of the most persistent alien-baiters in Con- 
gress, Representative Dies of Texas, introduced a bill 
early in the session that carried out the fantastic 
ideas of his group. This was subjected to bitter at- 
tacks before the House Committee on Immigration, 
and now has been drastically revised. The substi- 
tute measure contains most of the good features of 
the Kerr-Coolidge bill. It attains one of the major 
objectives sought by that bill with a provision grant- 
ing discretion to the Secretary of Labor for the next 
four years in cases of deportable aliens with Ameri- 
can wives or children, the so-called “hardship cases.”

One-half the 
energy required by the body may 
be supplied by carbohydrates and 
if the remainder of the food is 
chosen wisely the child will still

bohydrates ‘because they contain 
either starch or sugar, but they are 
indispensable because they contain 
minerals and vitamins. Since very 
young children usually have bread 
or cereal for breakfast and bread 
in some form for théir suppers, it is 
wise to see that the midday meal 
includes a relatively large amount 
of vegetables which will supply vita- 
mins and minerals. 

A number of minerals are needed 
it the body is to maintain its bal- 
ance. The blood maintains its néu- 
trality, the heart its regular beat 
and nerves and muscles retain their 
“tone” through the presence of phos- 
phorus, calcium, magnesium, so 
dium and potassium in the tissues 
and fluids.

But for an increas- 
ing number of their Wann means 
Child Health Day. 

As President —— said in his 
prociamation, May 1 is a day for 
special consideration of ways in 
which the health of childrén shall 
be promoted and saf 

Health obviously can be built 
only upon a well-balanced diet. And 
it’s pretty difficult, though not im- 
possible, to work out a weill-bal- 
anced diet for growing ehildren 
without milk. 

Milk Provides Essentials. 

Milk does not contain all the es- 
‘sential food elements, but it pro- 
vides many of them-—and very 
cheaply. Give a child all the milk 
he wants to drink, providing he 
does not let it displace other essen- 
tial foods. Eivéry child should get 
a pint a day and if possible a quart, 
to arm him against a number of 
diseases traceable to a deficiency 
of vitamins A, B and G. Citrus 
fruits or tomatoes, the leafy green 
vegetables, and eggs also should be 
in the diet to supply nesded vita- 
mins and minerals and supplement 
the milk. 

A quart of milk would of itself 
supply the day’s calcium need for 
the child—what is necessary for 
building good teeth and bones. If 
less than this amount is consumed, 
certain Fruits and vegetables can 
bring in the rest of the calcium. 

A liberal supply of vitamin A 
is essential to vigorous health in 
the child. It stimulates growth, 
protects against one of the more se- 
rious eye diseases, and possibly 
diso against infections in the body. 

Vitamin A deficiency is more 
common and more serious than is 
generally recognized. In a recent 
survey of Iowa school children a 
fourth of those from the country, 
half of the village pupils, and half 
to three-fourths of the city chil- 
dren, depending upon their econom- 
ic level, showed deficiency in this 
nutritive element. The record of 
the country children was believed 
to be due to their having a more 
plentiful supply of milk and fresh 
vegetables. All these malnutrition 
cases were cured by adding cod- 
liver oil or carotene. 

The vitamin 4 content of milk 
varies widely according to the 
cow's diet. Milk and butter from 
cows on pasture may have 10 times 
that of cows fed on grain and poor 
hay. The vitamin A of milk is en- 
tirely in the fat, and the natural 
yellow color of butter is a fairly 


good index of its vitamin A potency.. 


Vitamin G, which is often found 
in generous quantities in milk, is 
another food element essential to 
health and growth. Milk is a ‘air 
source also of vitamin B, though 
chicken, lean pork and the green 
and yellow vegetables are better 
sources. 

A quart of milk a day supplies 
the child with enough calcium and 
phosphorus to build a fine bony 
structure, but the body is so. con- 
structed that it takes up these min- 


erals most efficiently in the pres-. 


ence of vitamin D. And milk itself 
has practically no vitamin D. 


Sunlight Important. 

Fortunately there is in the hu- 
man skin a substance called er- 
gosterol which is changed into vita- 
min D on exposure to ultra violet 
light. So the person who gets out 
into the sunlight long enough gen- 
erates his own vitamin D. Hence, 
the sun baths prescribed for the 
baby. City people usually are not 
exposed to sunlight enough to get 
an adequate supply and must get 
this food essential from other 
sources such as the fish-liver oils, 
eggs, salmon and butter. 

But the parent who faithfully 
sees to his children getting their 
cod-liver oil but is indifferent to 
the quantity of milk or calcium-rich 
vegetables they are getting will 
be doing them little good. 

Dental health for life is largely 
determined by the time a child is 
6, so that for his first years an 
adequate supply of milk or green 
vegetables and vitamin D is ‘doubly 
necessary. A recent report concern- 
ing the teeth of U. S. Navy recruits 
showed the dental health of rural 
recruits considerably better than 
that of urban recruits. The belief 
was that both diet and sunlight 
had been important factors in the 


sidered the minimum for city 
health. 

The grading of milk has been of 
decided help to consumers, Where 
enforcement of good city milk or- 
dinances is effective, Grade A milk 
means sanitation all along the line: 
healthy cows, milked by healthy 
persons in a sanitary way, and 
carefully handled in the shipping 
and delivering. 

The grading of milk is not espe- 
cially concerned with the amount 
of butter fat. Grade A milk may 
not yield a bit more cream than 
Grade B does. 

The Federal Public Health Serv- 
ice believes that all milk should 
be pasteurized or boiled before it is 
used, for this process kills all dis- 
ease germs present in the milk. 
Pasteu is preferred. Proper 
pasteurization raises raw milk one 
grade; Grade B raw milk, for in- 
stance, becomes Grade A. 

- Pasteurization, it is true, de- 
stroys most of the vitamin C along

He said the situation “challenges 
an early definite response respect- 
ing the future monetary policies of 
this country from those in high au- 
thority.” 4 a 

“I realize, however,” Vandenberg 
continued, “it is almost as danger- 
ous to stop it as it is to keep on do- 
ing it, but manifestly we can’t go 
on sterilizing one and half bil- 
lion dollars of gold every year and 
come within gunshot of a balanced 
budget.” 

“The Government’s fiscal difficul- 
ties cannot possibly be solved with- 
out à courageous, rational and real- 
istie realignment of the giddy gold 
and silver policies under which we 
play sucker to the world.” 


BILL TO BAR CHILD LABOR 
PRODUCTS PASSED IN NEW YORK 


Measure Goes to Gov. Lehman Who 
Has Opposed it As Un- 
enforceable. 

ALBANY, N. T., April 20, — A 
Proposed state bar on the sale of 
goods produced by children under 
16 years of age won final legislative 
approval yesterday. 

The bi-partisan measure, passed 
Without debate, 48 to 3, in the 
Democratic Senate, went to Gov. 
Lehman, who has opposed such leg- 
lation as “unenforceable” and 
“impractical.” 

First introduced by Republican 
Assemblyman Abbot Low Moffat 
u a substitute for ratification of 
the Federal child labor amendment, 
the bill already had passed the Re- 
publican Assembly. Democratic 
Senator Joseph D. Nunan spon- 
sored it in the Senate.

Edison Institute Head Says It Was 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 29. — C. W. 
Kellogg, president of the Edison 
Electric Institute, said today the 
outlook for the utility industry 
“never was brighter” except for the 
“threat” from the Federal Govern- 
ment. There is a race between in- 
flation and sales effort and “lately 
inflation has been catching up,” he 
said. 

Addressing the seventeenth an- 
nual conference of the National As- 


Robert E. Healy, member of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, said that “the commission sees 
nothing in the Holding Company 
Act working toward the nafionaliza- 
tion or destruction of the industry.” 

“A good administration of it 
should improve the investment qual- 
ity of the securities of operating 
companies and should wrench the 
predatory type of holding company 
and entrepreneur away from the 
jugular vein of the operating com- 
panies,” he said. 

Kellogg said “the Government, in 
its attack on the so-called ‘private’ 
utilities seems to overlook the fact 
they are ‘private’ only in the sense 
that they are non-governmental, for 
the private utilities really are owned 
by millions of investors—your 14,- 
500,000: depositors among others.” 

Despite the vigorous growth of 
electric power consumption over 
any previous like period in the his- 
tory of the industry, Kellogg add- 
ed, increased taxes, payrolls, fuel 
and supply costs have brought 
“very little gain” in operating in- 
come.
